The Jurors of the State of Maryland, for the body of Baltimore County, do on their oath 
present that WILLIAM SCOTT KERN, on or about 2/12/2013, in Baltimore County, did 
unlawfully assault Raymond Northern Gray in the second degree; against the peace, 
government and dignity of the State. 

(Second Degree Assault, Criminal Law Article 3-203, 1 1415) 

This charge is classified as a Misdemeanor and is a jailabie offense with a 
maximum penalty of incarceration up to 10 years and fines of up to $2500.00. 

SECOND COUNT 

And the Jurors of the State of Maryland, for the body of Baltimore County, do on their 
oath present that WILLIAM SCOTT KERN, on or about 2/12/2013, in Baltimore County, 
did recklessly engage in conduct that created a substantial risk of death or serious 
physical injury to Raymond Northern Gray; against the peace, government and dignity 
of the State. 

(Reckless Endangerment, Criminal Law Article 3-204(a)(1), 1 1425) 

This charge is classified as a Misdemeanor and is a jailabie offense with a 
maximum penalty of incarceration up to 5 years and fines of up to $5000.00. 



TO THE PERSON CHARGED: 



1 . This paper charges you with committing a crime. 

2. If you have been arrested, you have the right to have a 
judicial officer decide whether you should be released from 
jail until your trial. 

3. You have the right to have a lawyer. 

4. A lawyer can be helpful to you by: 

(A) explaining the charges in this paper; 

(B) telling you the possible penalties; 

(C) helping you at trial; 

(D) helping you protect your constitutional rights; and 

(E) helping you to get a fair penalty if convicted. 

5. Even if you plan to plead guilty, a lawyer can be helpful. 

6. If you want a lawyer but do not have the money to hire one, 
the Public Defender may provide a lawyer for you. The Court 
Clerk will tell you how to contact the Public Defender. 

7. If you want a lawyer but you cannot get one and the Public 
Defender will not provide one for you, contact the Court 
Clerk as soon as possible. 

8. DO NOT WAIT UNTIL THE DATE OF YOUR TRIAL TO GET A LAWYER. 
If you do not have a lawyer before the trial date, you may 

have to go to trial without one.
